Tt fci»s often been remarked by the cultivators of plants, that many of them expe- 
rience in their native climates, a. much, greater degree of cold than destroys them in 
Ireland; this has been particularly remarked of . tbe natives of North America, and 
Daight appear very extraordinary, did we not know that £he mum is, their not 
enioymg that portion of heat necessary to force their vegetating powers to com- 
plete, the shoots, . and form their hyberoacule, or those scaly- buds, in which the 
shoots of the ensuing season are projected from cold. 

Toe present season from the uncommon portion of moisture, being very un- 
favourable to the early hardening of the shoots, and the .formation of these 
buds, will call upon cultivators to be peculiarly attentive to house their tender 
exotics in time, and pjrepare shelter as occasion may require for those which they 
trust in the open ground, but notwithstanding that it is necessary to be attentive to the 
approacbof frost, it isbestnottobe too hasty in housing, as all green-bouse plants should 
be as short a time under cover as possible, and have a large portidn" of "Sit* admitted 
•when there is not frost. It is said the Chinese who are great' forcing gardi- 
ners, and cultivators of curious plants, keep a pan of water along with their 
plants, and never think it necessary to guard against cold, until the water be- 
gins to freeze •, this is a -Pqori Substitute for pur thermometer, but the idea 
which dictated the practice, is nevertheless just, for although the vegetation of 
many may be checked, no plant is, injured by cold, until it comes to the 
freezing poihf ; and from numerous observations it is time enough to house 
green -house plants,- when the leaves of fhe Common Ash, become yellow, as 
no frost need be apprehended of any importance before this appearance takes 
place.

8, Tallest Golden Rod (Solidago altissimaj and Red Chelone (Chelone obliqua) 
flowering. 

S, Common Cl'ethra (Clethra alnifblia) flowering. Willow Wren, Martins, and 
many Swallows gone. 
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12, A Bat, apparently the long eared (Vespertilio auritus) seen flying about 
in Belfast at 11 a.m. though it was bright sunshine. 

18, European Sow Bread (Cyclamen Europseum) flowering. 

24, Wood lart (Alauda arborea) begun to sing. This bird although next in 
mellowness and plaintive notes to the nightingale, is hut little known, and wan- 
tonly destroyed by country boys during snow ; it is much more local than the 
Sky Lark, being confined to districts abounding in gently rising hills, which it 
•nlivens with its song for nearly eight months, and even by moonlight. 

15, Saw about 30 Bernaele (Anas Bernicla) on Belfast Lough. 

18, Double flowering meadow Saffron, flowering. 

19, Swallows gathering in flocks on house tops, a sure sign that they are pre. 

paring lor their departure. 

METEOROLOGICAL REPORT, 
From August 20, till September 20. 
Seldom has Ireland received from the passing clouds a greater portion of mois- 
ture without intermission, and without a breeze to dry or evaporate the water, 
a continual succession of showers has produced a dampness in the atmosphere, 
very unusual at this season. On the Evening of the 5th September, at about 9 
t>.M. a very unusual Meteor made its appearance to the Northward, it first at- 
tracted notice by the diffusion of a considerable light ; it seemed elevated about 
40° above the horizon, the nucleus appeared not more than 3 or 4 inches diameter, 
with a tail parallel to the horizon, pointing eastward, of apparently 20 feet, the 
most extraordinary particular and in which it differed from others, was its remain- 
wig stationary until the tail became shorter by degrees, and in about 5 uiitoutas 
the whole disappeared.

The morning heat was on the 8th of September as high as 62 J, the lowest 
was on the 19tb of September, when it was Si. 

The midday height was on the SSth of August 70*, the lowest 55», on the 18th 
of September. 

The wind has varied but very little from the Southward, being observed 15 
times 8.VV. 4 times S.E. a times N.E. 4 times N.W.

The Moon rises on the 1st of the month, at 4 min. past 11, t> m. under a 1'ne be- 
tween the third and sixth stars of the Twins; as she mounts the heavens, the two 
first stars of the Twins are on one side, and Orion on the other side of her, will ar- 
rest attention. 

5, She rises at 17 min. past 2, a.m. and soon after is followed by the first star of tb« 
Li»n and Venus ; this groupe will appear beautiful during the remaining part of th« 
morning. 

10,She passes the meridian at 25 min. past X, p.m. and sets 16 miu. past 6, and will 
•f course be invisible, 

15, She pastes the merulmn at 17 miuutesf ast 6, p.m. at which time the twoiir«t
